Bevrast, March 3.—More than 5000 por- 
sons were present at the great Orange meet- 
ing yesterday. Dr. Kane, who presided, 
said that Ulster was prepared to defend 
herself to the last against the proposals of 
the Home Rule Bill, The men of Ulster 
need not feel, however, that they 
would be alone and unaided in 
the {ht for their libertics. ‘They 
had the sympathies of Englishmen 
of all classes throughout the world. io 
had received letters from military and 
police officers in England and Ireland, an 
telegrams from Canada and Australia, pro- 
mising co-operation with the men of 
Ulster if the lntter resorted to arms 
to defend their liberties against the 
tyranny of thoir historic foes. A hundred 
thousand Orangemen were ready to resist 
to the death the Home Rule bill. 

William Johnston, M.P. for South 
Belfast, who called the mecting, con- 
cluded a violent speech by swearing 
ona Bible that he would never submit to 
the laws of a Dublin Parliament. 

Dr. Kane then tore to pieces and threw

And, suro 
enough, the clouds were being conyoked for 
a full diapason, A whole park of artillery 
went rolling down the heavens, and the 
blinds of the windows in the sky were 
closed.

The seventioth mileatone of life is here 
planted as atthe end of the journey. A 
few go beyond tb; ititudes never real 
it, ‘Lhe oldest person of modern times 
expired at one hundred and pixty-nine 
yoars, A Greek, by the name of Strava 
ride, lived to one hundred and thirty-two 
years. An Englishman, by the naine of 
Thomas Parr, lived one hundred and tifty 


two years, Before the time of 5 *, poo 
ple lived one hundred and fifty years, and 
if you go far enough back, thoy lived fiye 
Hundred years. Well, that was necessary, 
because the sory of the world must come 
down by tition, and it neeiled long life 
safoly to trausmit the news of the past. Tf 
the generations had beon abrt-lved, the 
story would so often haxe changed lips thav 
it might all have gone astray, But after 
Moses bogan to write it all down, aod 
parchment told it from century to contury, 
it was not necessary that people should 
live wo long in order to authenticate the 
events of the past. If, in our time, people 
lived only twenty-five years, that would 
not affect history, since it in put in print 
and is no longer dependent on tradition 
Whatever your age, I will to-day dir tly 
address you, and I shail speak to those 
who are in the twentica, the thirties, the 
forties, the fifties, the sixties, and to those 
who are in the seventios and beyond, 

First, then, I accost those of you who are 
in the twenties, You are full of expecta 
tion. You are ambitious—that is, if you 
amount to anything—for some kind of suc- 
ceas, commercial, or mechanical or protes 
sional, or literary, or agricultural, or 4 ial 
or moral. It 1 tind someone in the twenties 
without any sort of ambition, I fool like 
eaying, “My friond, you have got on the 
wrong planet. This is not the world for 

Jou. You are going to be in the way. 
{nave you made your chvice of poorhouses ? 
You will nevor be able to pay for your 
cradle, Who is going to settle for your 
board? There isa mistake about the fact 
that you were born at all.” But supposing 
you have ambition, let me say to all the 
iwenties, expect everything through Divine 
manipulation, and then you will get all you 
want or something better, Are you look- 
ing for wealth? Vail, remember that God 
controls the money markets, the harvests, 
the droughts, the caterpillars, the locusts, 
the sunshine, the storm, the land, tho sea, 
and you will get wealth, — Perhaps not 
that which is stored up in banks, in wafe 
deposits, in United States securitics, in 
houses and lands, but your clothing and 
boards and shelver, and that is about all 
you can appreciate anyhow. You cost 
the Lord a great deal ‘To feed and clothe 
and shelter you for a licctime requires a 
big sum of money, and if you get nothing 
more than the absolute necessities, you get 
an enormous amonnt of BUPP)Y Expect 
ax muchas you will of any kind of suc- 
cess, if you expect it from the Lord you 
are safe. Depend on any other resource 
and you may be badly chagrined, but de- 
pend on God and all will bo well. It is 
good thing in the crises of life to have o 
man of large means to back you up. It is a 
great thing to have a moneyed institution 
stand behind you in your undertaking. 
But it isa mightier thing to have the God 
of heaven and earth your coadjutor, and 
you may have Him, Lam so glad that t 
moet you while you are in the tweuties. 
You are laying out your plans and all your 
life in this world and the next for five ire 
dred million years of your existence will be 
atiested by those plans. Itis about eight 
o'clock in the morning of your life, aud you 
are just starting out, Which way are you 
going to start ? Oh, the twenties ! 

“Twenty” isagreat word in the Bible, 
Joseph was sold for twenty pieces of silver. 
Samson judyed Israel twenty years. Solo- 
mon gave Hiram twenty cities. The fying 
roll that Zechariah saw was twenty cubits, 
When the sailors on the ship on which 
Paul sailed sounded the Mediterranean Sea 
it was twenty fathoms, What mighty 
things have been done in the twenties. 
Romulus founded Rome when he was 
twenty. Keats finished life at twenty-five, 
Lafayette was a world-renowned soldier at 
twenty-three.

| plied to all the residents of ono's country 
\ ‘the man who devises and energetically 
| advocates it, is apatriotin the truest sense 
of the word, 

The tanff fine system originated in 
Canada, only in the dire necessity of party 
politicians. The men who feisted Can- 
adian high tariff and protective fines upon 
us, felt chilled in the cold and profitless 
shades of parliamentary opposition, and 
as a Inat resort to regain power, made an 
with a nomber of 


spot cash. ‘ dia 
bought and humbugged into giving a 
majority av the poles in favor ofthis policy 
oftaxing and fining themselves into wealth, 
the Tory polilicians who concocted 
his swindle got back to power. 


Wo have tested this much vaunted 
National. Policy for 16 yeors. 
After this long period, if this 


policy were beneficial, its results would be 
4o apparent that they would not req \ire 
proof, The easiest and best proot of the 
prosperity of a county is, that penple de- 
sire to move to it, and those who live 
thero stay. Is this the case in Canada, 
or is it not? 

Lot us take stock of the situation, The 
Canadian hamlets,that it was prophiecied 
would be manufacturing cities, are ham- 
lets yet. ‘Lhe towns have stood still or 
receded, and the comparative absenes of 
young men reminds us of travell ng 
through a country déained of its youth by 
war, A faw of the cities had a mushroom 
growth, but they have now relapsed, The 
pure air of Canada remains uncontaminat- 
a by the smoke of rhe numerous factories 
that the Tories promised us. The youth 
of Canada, the most vital olement of our 
population—desert vs atthe rate of 200 
to 800 daily. Our mines are unworked. 
The shipping of our Great Lakesis dimini- 
shing year by year, The finances of our 
farmers and merchants furnish them with 
just causes for serious dissatisfaction. 

The above list does not exhibit the total 
of tho evils resulting from these 15 years 
of misrule ; for in order to oxist, we have 
not only been exhausting our substance, 
but we have been drawing very heavily 
upon our credit and capital.

ually a yearly rent of §30,000,00C. Those 
who have mortgages on their property ars 


the tenants of the hardestof all lan dlopds. 


Besides this yearly $80,000,000 of gent or 
interert we have to pay in addition $16,- 


000,000 to foreigners, because our im- 


ports on an average exceed our exports 
This total of $45,000,000 
which we yearly owe to foreignors exceeds 
the total annual Canadian exports of 
barley, Jambs, cattle, cheese and wheat. 
Hence Canada ought to send yearly to 
foreign countries all her barley, lambs, 
catile, cheese and whear to pay this $45,- 
000,000, which is her annual interest and 
trade deficit, Asshe does not do this, 
she is yearly approaching bankruptcy, for 
a time must come when she can borrow 
no more onthe securito of her farms, 
houses, railroads etc. The time must 
soon come when her limit of credit will be 
reached and then quickly comes the 
crash, 

This $700,900,000 which we owe and 
must eventually pay to foreigners, {js a 
fixed amount, and therate of interest is 
subject to very little variation, excepr that 
as our credit ic lowered the rate will in- 
crease, Norgan we atthe present time 
well reduce ourheayy tariff fines upon our- 
selvés, because we are asa nation already 
greatly in debt, and we must raise the 
money to annually pay the greater portion 
of this interest. Our tariff fines form a4 
large part of our national revenue, there- 
fore our relief cannot come from ourselves. 
It is consequently our duty to our homes 
and country, to thoroughly and uuflinch- 
ingly investigate this subject, andendeavor 
to find a method by which we can relieve 
ourselves of this oppression of debt, open 
wide the doors to commerce, develop our 
résouices, 9onsequently recall our young 
men and with their aid enter upon an era 
of prosperity.

Ortawa, March 14,—After routine Mr, 
Laurier nskel whether a returning offieer 
had been appointed for Vaudreuil, and was 
informed by Mr, Foster that the sane 
officer who ueted at last election had been 
reappointed, and the writ had been issued, 
Noimiuation on Sth, polling on )2th of April.

One witness for the defence gave such ir- 
relevant answers as to cause the court to 
titter and to call forth the suggestion from 
Attorney Dewart that perhaps he was 
drunk, He claimed he was ill. Several 
times while the judge was addressing the 
jury that witness intersporsed balf audible 
remarks and was finally threatened by His 
Honor with the cells, When he left a 
note wat found on the tuble, apparently 
addreased to Mr. Dewart, It said:

It was as ifall the water had been 
drawn off, and then the dampness had beon 
soaked up with a sponge, and then by & 
towel the road had been wiped dry, Yonder 
gos agreat army of Ieraolites, the hosts 
in ES: followin them the wives, 
the children, the locke, the herds, The 
people look up atthe crystalline wall of 
the Jordan as they pass, and think what 
‘an awful disaster would come to them of, 
bofore they got to the opposite bank of 
that Ajalon wall, that wall should fall on 
them ; and the thought makes the mothers 
hug their children close to their hearts as 
they awiften their pace, Quick now; get 
them all up on the banks, the armed war 
riors, the wives and children, flocks and 
horda and let this wonderful Jordanic 
passage be completed forever. 

Sitting on the shelyed limestone, I look 
here Joshua crossed 
under the triumphal arch of tho rainbow 
woven outof the spray; the river which 
afterward became the baptistry where 
Christ was sprinkled or plunged; the river 
where the axe—the borrowed axe—miracu- 
lously swam at the proplot’s order ; the 
river illustrious in the history of the 
world for heroic faith and omnipotent 
deliverance, and npr of scenes yet to 
transpire in your life and mine—acenes 
enough to make us, from the sole of the 
foot to the crown of the head, tingle with 
infinite gladness, 

Standing on the sceno of that affrighted, 
fugitive river Jordan, I learn for myself and 
for you, firat, that obstacles, when they are 
touched, vanish. The text says that when 
these priests came down and touched the 
water—the edge of the water with their 
feet—the water parted. They did not 
wade in chin deep, or waist deep, or knee 
keep, or ankle deep, but as soon as their 
feet touched the water it vanished. And 
it makes me think that almost all the ob- 
atacles of life need only be approached in 
order to be conquered, Ditliculties but 
touched vanished, Itisthe trouble, the 
difficulty, the obstacle far in the distance 
that seems so huge and tremendous. 

The Apostlos Paul and Jolin seemed to 
dislike cross doga ; for the Apostle Paul 
tells us in Phillipians, ‘‘Beware of dogs ;” 
and John seems to shut the gates of 
heaven against all the canine species when 
ho saya, ‘Without are dogs.” ~~ But I have 
been told thet when these animals are 
furioue, if they come at you, if you will 
keep your eye on them and advance ypon 
them, they will retreat, Whether that 
be a0 or not, I caunot tell ; but Ido know 
that the vast majorities of the misfortums 
and trials and disasters of your life that 
hound your steps, if you can only get 
your eye on tnem, and keep your eye on 
them, ond advance upon them, and cry, 
*‘*Begoue,” they will slink and cower, 

There is & beautiful tradition among the 
American Indians that Manitou was travel- 
ing in the invisible world, and one day he 
came to a barrier of brambles and Abs p 
thorns, which forbade his going on, and 
there was a wild beast glaring at him from 
the thicket; but, as he determined to go on 
his way, he did pursue it, and those bram- 
bles were found to be only phantoms, and 
that beast was found to be a powerless 

host, aud the impassable river that for- 
ade him rushing to embrace the Yaratilda 
proved to be only a phantom, river. Well, 
my friends, the fact is there are a great 
many thinga that look terrible across our 
pathway, which, when we advance upon 
them, are onlp the phantoms, only the » 
parations, only the delusions of life, Dithi- 
culties touched are conquered. Put your 
feet into the brim of the water, and Jordan 
retreats. You sometimes see a great duty 
to perform. Jt ig w very disagreeable duty; 
you say: “I can’t go through it; I haven't 
the courage, I haven't the intelligence, to 
go through it.” Advance upon it, Jordan 
will vanish. 

T always sigh before I begin to preach, 
at the greatness of the undertaking, but as 
soon as I start it becomes to me an oxhila: 


ration, And any duty undertaken with 5 
confident spirit becomes @ pleasure, and 
the highor the duty the higher the pleasure,

The Canadian wine manufacturers claim 
that there aro at least 5000 acres of Innd 
planted in vines, capable of producing one 
million and a half gallons of wine; that Ou- 
tario alone bas an area quituble tor grape 
culture at least equal to the present area of 
vineyards in France; and that there are 
about 4000 people directly or indirectly in- 
terested in grape-prowing and wine mak-

ing. 

They further contend that if the proposed 
treaty is ratified without certain restric 
tions, and also without equivalent advan- 
tages being rented to Canadian wino- 
growers 'from the Government, our grape- 
growing and wine industries will be practi- 
cally ruined, 

Said a well-known representative of tho 
trade yesterday: “The wine market of the 
United States is closed to us on account of 
& specific duty of 50 cents per gallon, and it 
the Frenoh wines are admitted at a lower 
rato than at present without regulations 
which would enable us to compete on equal 
terms with them the Canadian market 
would also be practically closed to us, as 
the wine manufacturers in France posseos 
numerous advantages and privileges that 
we do not enjoy, For instance, French 
manufacturers ara making from dried 
raisins a wine which they fortify with 
alcohol and blend with Spanish, Italian or 
Sicilian wines,of which they import enormous 
quantities for that pur; so that admit- 
ting French wines in Canada is practically 
admitting eraelshy Portuguese and Italian 
wines also, It is well known that Canadian 
people favor sweet wines rather than dry 
wines, and that the bulk of the wine 
vonsumed in thia country ia swoet wine, 
which ma; bo clusacd Ae fight port or light 
sheriy. Now the adinissiou of wines of 26 
dogrees of strength for importation, free of 
the ad valorem «duty, includes light ports 
and sherries. We are thus forced to com- 
pete against sweet wines which are pro- 

iced at a nominal coat and fortified with 
spirits which wine mauufacturers in France 
can distill without costly restrictions or use 
without any excise duties. Whereas, ow- 
ing to the expensive coats of spirits, Cana- 
dian wine manufacturers have to use gragu- 
Jated sugar for the purpose of fortifying 
their wines, 

“By tho process of fermentation sugar 
converts itself into a certain percentage of 
alcohol when added to grape or otlier fruit 
juice, but this method, although giving 
satisfactory results, is far more costly than 
the French method of using spirits, and 
besides, the use of sugar prevents the early 
maturing of wines. 

“The price French manufacturers of wine 
pay for spirits is so low that with their 
maryelous ability in blending wines, and 


their methods of making wine with 
raisins, currants, prup nd flavorings, 
they can produce ar! wines at a 


nominal cost even for less than it costs us 
for cellarage and labor. 

“The privilege of distilling spoilt wincs 
or grape must is practically denied to us, 
and we are annually losing thousands of 
dollars, which might bo saved had we the 
advantage of the French or California wine 
makers. 

“It is woll-known that the freight rates 
on wines shipped directly to Canada from 
Franco or other European ports are very 
much less than the rates we have to pay to 
our railways in Cana For example, the 
freight charges on oa consignment from 
atten to Windsor, Ont,, is loss than one- 
half the cost of the freight on a similar 
consignment from Windsor to Montreal, 
although the distance between Bordeaux 
and Windsor ia over five times that be- 
tween Windsor and Montreal. Here again, 
Fronch wine makers have the advautage 
over us.”

We can never compete in Europe against 
the minorals of Britain. Woe can never 
sell iron or coal to Britain because she has 
them of. hec own. We can never sell 
Britain copper because she can get it 
more conveniently elsewhere, and con- 
spicuously so at the equally inexhaustible 
mines of Newfoundland. Consequently 
we have to look for the sale of our minerals 
to the marketa uf our own continent,— 
ane we fiad that right next door iu the 
United States is the best mineral market 
on this globe, forthey consume, for example 
6 p. c. more iron and steel ‘than Britain 
itself. Ifunder this new condition of 
affairs, we only obtained one quarter of 
the wealth annually taken from the mineral 
treasuries of this continent it would mean 
that over one hundred million was annually 
added to the wealth of Canada, If to be 
certain to be farwithin the bounds of prob- 
ability. we assert that Canada, as an un-, 
Civided part of the new Republic, would 
only obtain one eighth of the present year- 
ly mineral wealth of this continent, it 
would mean a certaiaty of an addition to 
th- wealth of Canada of fifty willion an- 
nually, and employment in our mines aad 
manufactories for an additional population 
larger than the total exodus of our Canad- 
ians. 

The total Canadian receipts from the 
fisheries, shipbuiding and freights of our 
Groat Lakes is less than five millions an- 
nvally ; whereas the amount that 
tho United States derives from the same 
resources of the Gieat Lakes is fifty mil- 
lions.

They were followed by the drinking of 
tafia, a kind of cheap rum, ‘The victim, a 
child about 6 years of age, HY to sloep by 
some atupefying drug and called tho ‘calf 
without horns,” was placed upon the altar. 
Then began dancing about the altar, or 
rather the wild contortion of limbs and 
bodies, to which have been given the names 
of ‘‘Bamboula,” “Chica,” ‘Culinda,” ete. 
The dancers howled their songs to the god 
of Voudooism, the words of which aro some- 
what to this effect : 

"Oh, poworful divinities, question the 
graveyard! It will tell you truly which 
gives you the most victims, death or our 
cult.” 

The negroes rapidly became intoxicated 
from the etlects of the tafia. The men and 
the wonien in their frenzy tore off their 
clothing and danced wildly about, their 
black, naked bodies shining by the light 
of torches of tar, which had been placed i 
the ground about the altar, When the 
dance was ended the **Papa-Law” seized 
the victim by the hack of the nock and held 
it on high with his left hand, while the 
negroes sung a chant somewhat like this; 

Ebt Eh! Bamba—eh! 
Canga Moune, ho de lel 
Canga, Oanga, do ki lal 
Canga'ka li, Canga lil 

At tho ond of the song the ‘'Papa-Law” 
plunged the sacred knife into the throat of 
the innocent victim, and the child's blood 
fell into a sacred vessel hold by the Hoogan. 

umn was mixed with the blood, aud the 
'Mammu-Lay” passed is around to i 
tasted by every one prosont. The fanatioal 
fury of aome of the nogroes beoamo so great 
after having tasted of this that thoy throw 
themselves upon the victim and tore the 
body to pieces with their nails and teoth 
and devotired the flesh like cannibals. Then 
the priest cut in pieces what remained and 
pe it tothe **Mamma-Law,” who placed 
it over a firo in o pot with rice and red 
beans, Whien cooked the hideous meal was 
distributed among those present, and more 
tafia was drunk. 

The disgusting scene became indescrib- 
able. The alcohol and the excitement 
of the dancing drove the naked negroes 
into an insane fury, Seemingly  in- 
sensible of any pain, they injured 
themselves with their own knives, and 
RISbaee their hands into the boiling caul- 

rous to get the Iaat morsels of tho victim, 
They jumped into the air and fell upon 
their nenda; they piled themselves one 
upon the other, al giving vent to the most 
inhuman howls, Sensual excitement suc- 
ceeded this phase, and the forest became 
the scene of the most brutal exhibition of 
Animal passions.

The 
Hogroes then returned to their huts to sleop 
off the delirium which their wild ects of 
the night had brought on.

Capt. Isano Morden, one of the oldest 
and most respected residentsgof the lay 
district, died at his residence, Nerthport, 
at 9a. mn. Saturday, March 18th, aged

BOth, 1799, and was the son of James and 
Margaret Morden. Mr. James Morden, 
father of the deceased, was ene of the 
United Empire Loyalists, who first settled 
oa the shores of the Bay of Quinte, He 
belonged to the King's Roya!
